Notes: Distances to witness ties were measured with a 100-foot steel tape from the base of the forming pin to the nail. 
Bearings to witness ties were measured from the base of the forming pin to the center of the tree and were collected with 
the internal magnetic compass of the Javad Triumph LS adjusted to Grid North. Bearings to witness ties were verified 
with a 2° compass adjusted for declination and are approximately shown hereon for reference.

A steel t-post was found 1.15 feet northeast of the corner with a Monroe County SURVEY MARKER sign attached 3 feet 
above grade. 


OTHER EVIDENCE: Describe corer location relative to nearby features and how to reach the comer location — note fences, roads, timber 
cutting lines, mow lines, clearings, plantings, streams, topo changes, etc. 

The iron pin is solidly planted at the top of a steep bank that is in danger of slumping. We had planned to replace the pin 
with a capped rebar, but after evaluating the field conditions, we decided that replacement would likely shorten the 
longevity of the monument. The iron pin is 2.6 feet southwest from a magnail found 0.9 feet above grade on the southeast 
side of a 6” x 6” fence corner post with a Monroe County SURVEY MARKER sign 3 feet above grade. The corner is in a 
wooded area approximately 725 feet southeast of the house at 7879 S Breeden Road.

No. A stone was approved by the Monroe County Surveyor Review Board on October 27, 1999. The stone was 
presumably replaced with the forming pin, but we were unable to find a record of the replacement. 


THEORY OF LOCATION: Describe the theory of location for acceptance of this monument. 
This corner was referenced on three mid-1800s era legal surveys that did not describe or witness the monument. A stone 
first appeared in the survey record in 1975 and it was accepted on all subsequent surveys of record (including the 1999 
Monroe County Monument Record) through 2009, when Philip Tapp noted that it was leaning south. When Matthew 
Badger located the corner in 2011, the stone had been replaced with the forming pin. The party responsible for replacing 
the stone is unknown, but we found it to check the 1999 witness ties and ties to other survey monuments, so we accepted 
it as the best evidence of the corner.
